Washington, December 16.—Serious 
danger of a general industrial panic 
throughout the United States is likely 
to become a reality as a result of the 
bituminous coal mining situation, is 
the opinion expressed here today by 
J. F. Callbreath, Jr.,, of Denver, Col., 
secretary of the American Mining 
Congress, who is in this city to open 
permanent headquarters for the min- 
ing organization. 

Mr. Callbreath declared this panic 
was likely to come untess some rea- 
sonable plan could be adopted by 
which the bituminous coal operators 
could be permitted te get together, 
under the supervision of a trade com- 
missien similar to the interstate com- 
merce commission or otherwise, so as 
to prevent the ultimate bankruptcy of 
many of the bituminous coal pro- 
ducers. 

This bankruptcy, he asserted, was 
bound to come because of the cut- 
throat competition which now com- 
pelled most of these producers to sell 
their coal at an actual] loss, and as 
$750,000,000 Is invested in the industry 
and 1,500,000 people are dependent, di- 
rectly or indirectly, on it, the results 
of such bankruptcy, he added, would 
be widespread.

Shanghai, December 16.—The coming 
week will be perhaps the most notable 
in the history of the revolution in Chi- 
na. Tang: Shao Yi, the imperial pleni- 
potentiary appointe@ by Premier Yuan 
Shi Kali to negotiate terms of peace 
with the victorious revolutionaries, is 
to arrive in Shanghai early on Sunday 
He is accompanied by a suite of assist- 
ants and persona] servants numbering 
no fewer than éighty. The party is 
making the voyage from Hankow on 
the chartered river boat Tung Ting. 
On their arrival here they will have 
traveled about 800-miles along the riv- 
er Yang.

They will have p@ssed under the 
guns of a dozen well fortified points 
and will have touched numerous towns 
in the possession’ and governed by the 
revolutionaries.

tionable to the St. Petersburg goveru- 
ment would be adopted without 
amendment, but the consensus of opin- 
jon was that the senate would strip 
the resolution of everything but e 
declaration of abrogation. The point 
upon which all seemed to agree was 
that the senate would act on Monday 
regardless of any protests that might 
be made and regardless of the negotia- 
tions that have been in progress be- 
tween Washington and the Russian 
capital. 

May Ask fer His Passports. 

lt was reported tonight that.if tho 
senate should adopt the house resolu- 
tion which boldly declares that Rus- 
sia has violated her treaty pledges, 
the Russian ambassador, George Bakh- 
metoff, would ask for his passports 
and quit the country. t best, it 
was said the ambassador would quit 
Washington “unofficially,” leaving an 
under official in-charge.

Stir Over Announcement. 

The first stir over the announce- 
ment that Russia had become aroused 
over the proposed action of the Amert 
can congreéss in cutting off all commer- 
cial and treaty relations with that 
country. and that international com- 
plications might ensue, socn was fol- 
lowed by another thrill when six mem- 
bers of the cabinet were summoned to 
the white house late in the afternoon. 
Officially it was stated that the cab- 
inet had been called in oouncil to 
pass finally upon President Taft's 
message on departmental affairs to go 
to congress next Thursday. The meei- 
ing lasted for more than three hkours. 

Throughout the day an effort was 
made in official quarters to minimize 
the importance of the Russian ambas-

velop and which it is claimed is owned 
by the state.

There is no 
thought that the president will veto 
the resolution in its final form, 
Statement By Sulzer. 


Chairman Sulzer 
said: 

“Of course I do not know what the. 
Russian ambassador said to the sec- 
retary of state, but I am satisfied he 
did not tell h»m* that Russia would 
now and henceforth live up to her 
treaty obligations with the United 
States end recognize paasports held 
by American citizens without discrim- 
ination on account of race and rel'- 
gion. You tell @ne that the Russian 
ambassador objects to the declaration 


jin my resolution that ‘Russia has vio- 


lated the treaty.’ This is absolutely 
true and there can be no question 
about it. The record in the case is 
conclusige, and I am surprised that the 
ambassador objects to the truth. Offi- 
cial Russia seems to be getting sensi- 
tive about the matter at last, and that 
certainly is a good sign and means 
much, I -hope, for the future. 


“As a matter of fact, there ig noth- 
ing offensive in the resolution, To 
say 90 is absurd and begs the ques- 
tion. I drew the resolution very care- 
fully with a desire to say nothing in 
it to which official Russia or any 
friend or sympathizer with Russia 
could take exception. The resolution 
is in diplomatic form and follows the 
precedents heretofcre adopted by con- 
gress, Only it is not as forcible and 
as drastic in language as some which 
have been passed by congress in the 
past. It says nothing we do not mean, 
and it means nothing we have not 
said before.” 

May Be Compromise. 


That the United States was leaning 
strongly to the hope that American 
Ambassador Guild .would be success- 
ful in obtaining a modification of the 
passport regulation with the St. Pe- 
tersburg government was indicated by 
a member of the cabinet today. 

One basis of settlement suggested 
was that the Russian government 
agree to admit to Russia American 
Jews whose character and standing 
were vouched for by the United States. 
It was the belief here today that this 
suggestion had been offered by Am- 
baseador Guild and that it was being 
considered by the Russian foreign of- 
fice. 

When he learned of the white house 
conference today Chairman Sulzer said: 

“What is there in the resolution 
that can be insulting to sensitive Rus- 
sia? The resolution follows prece- 
dent. It follows the language of three 
similar resolutions—abrogating treaties 
with Belgium, France and Switzer- 
land. I have no doubt the senate will 
pass it without modifying it. What 
the house will do if it is modified I 
canngt say.” 

The closest vote in the house in an 
attempt to modify the resolution was 
114 ayes to 185 noes. 

This was the amendment of Rep- 
resentative Olmstead to strike out the 
charge. that Russia had violated the 
treaty of 1832:and to insert the state- 
ment that the discrimination against 
Jewish Americans was construed as a 
violation of the treaty. 

Text of Sulzer Resolution. 

The Sulzer resolution providing for 
the termination of the treaty as pass- 
ed in the house December 13 by a 
vote of 300 to 1 reads as follows: 

“Resolved, by the senate and house 


of representatives of the United States / 


of America in congress assembled, 
That the people of the United States 
&4ssert as a fundamental principle that 
the rights of its citizens shall not be 
impaired at home or abroad, because 
of race or religion; that the govern- 
ment of the United States concludes 
its treaties for the equal protection 
of all classes of its citizens without 
regard to race or religion; that the 
government of the United States i] 
rnot be a party to any treaty which 
discriminates, or which by one of tho 
parties thereto is so construed as to 
discriminate between American citi- 
Zens on the ground of race and re- 
ligion; that the government of Rus: 
Sia has violated the treaty between 
the United States and Russia, con- 
cluded at St. Petersburg December 18, 
1832, refusing to honor American pass- 
ports duly issued to American, citizens 
on account of race and religidn; that 


) treaty, 


in the judgment of congress, the said 
for reasons aforesaid, ought 
to be terminated at the earliest possi- 
ble time; that for the aforesaid rea- 
sons, the said treaty is hereby declared 
to be terminated and of no further 
force and effect from the expiration 
of one year after the date of notif'- 
cation of the government of Russia 
of the terms of this resolution, and 
that to this end the president is here- 
by charged with the duty of commu- 
nicating such notice to the govern- 
ment of Russia.” 

News of Russian's protest spread 
through the city this afternoon and 
caused a decided sensation. 

Situation Is Serious. 

The state department admitted his 
afternoon that the situation was se- 
rious. Some of the officials there 
have contendé¢d from the first that the 
abrogation of the treaty of 1832 would 
leave the United States without any 
sort of friendly intercourse with Rus- 
sia, and therefore in a worse position 
than pow to enforce .u.e admission of 
American citizens. All thought of be- 
ing able to negotiate a new treaty 
with Russia, if the Sulzer resolution 
of abrogation should pass, apparent- 
ly has been dismissed. 

Republican Leader Mann, of the 
house, expressed the hope today that 
the “recitals” in the Sulzer resolution 
would be stricken out before it passed 
the senate... He said it was not within 
the province of congress to dcclare 
that Russia had violated the treaty, 
though it was proper to say “in our 
opinion, from the United States stand- 
point, the treaty had been violated.”

“WETS” WINNING | 
OHIO COUNTIES 


Counties Which Have Been 
“Dry” Return to Their 


Liquor. 


Zanesville, Ohio, December 16.—As a 
result of a remarkable overturn in this 
county and by regaining Hocking 
county also, the “wets” today increas- 
ed their already tong lead in the local 
ception elections which have been held 
recently in sixteen Ohio counties. 

This county (Muskingum) which 
voted “dry” three years ago by a ma- 
jority of 1,011 votes, today returned a 
majority for the wets of 3,655. 

Hocking county today discounted 
county prohibition by a majority of 462 
while Belmont county today retained 
prohibition by a majority of 91 votes 
on the face of the returns,

“The democratic party favors the 
policy of raising its taxes at the cus- 
tom house by a tariff that is levied 
Yor revenue only, which clearly ex- 
cludes the idea of prvtecting the man- 
wfacturer’s profits. . Some men as- 
Sert that the protection vf reasonable 
profits to the home manufacturer 
should bs commended instead of being 
condemned, but in my judgment the 
protéction of any profit must of neces- 
gity have a tendency to destroy com- 
petition and create monopoly, whether 
the profit protected is reasonable or 
unreasonuble,’’ 

Mr. Underwood explained how it is 
possible for a protected manufacturer 
te underseH his foreign competitors 
slightly oy putting his prices just be- 
low those which the foreigner must 
charge because of the tariff on the ar- 
ticle. After the American has driven 
the foreigner from the field, Mr. Un- 
derwood contendei. he is enabled to 
raise prices to the point established 
by home competition. He denied that 
the cost of production in the United 
States is greater than that in other 
countries. He admitted that wages 
paid might be smaller, but insisted 
that the cost per unit of production 
4s less in America because of the st- 
perior inventive skill of the American 
and the better quality of his work- 
manship and machinery. 

“To protect profits of 
means to protect ine/ficiency,” 
of the speaker's epigzrama. “It does 
not stimulate industry because a man- 
ufacturer standing behind a tariff wa}ll 
that is protecting his profits is not 
driven to develop his business aiong 
the lines of greatest efficiency and 
Breatest econgemy,” he continued

industries. Wolk has had a‘ specific 
duty that when worked out to an ad 
vakrem basis amounts to a tax of

United. States, and the duties Imposed 
have remained practically unchanged 
for forty vears. Luring that time the 
wool industrv has made comryaratively 
little progress in eheapening the cost 
9f its product and improving its meth- 
eds, On the other hand, in the iron 
and steel industry, the tariff rate has 
been cut every time a tariff bill has 
been written. Forty years ago the tax 
on steel rails amounted to $17.50 a 
ton; today it amounts to $3.90. The 
same is true of most of the other arti- 
cles in the iron and steel schedula, 
and yet the tron and steel industry 
has not languished; it has not been 
destroyed and it has not gone to th 
well, It is the most compact, virile, 
fighting force of all the industries of 
America today. It has long ago ex- 
panded its proluction capacity beyond 
the power of the American people to 
consume its output, and is today fac- 
ing towards the markets of the worl), 
battling Zor a part of the trade of for- 
eign lands, where it must meet free 
competition, or as is often the case, 
pay adverse tariff rates to enter the 
industrial fields of its competitor. 

“Which course is the wiser one for 
our government to take. The one that 
demands the protection of profits, the 
continued policy of hot-house growth 
of our industries? The stagnation of 
development that follows where com- 
petition ceases, or on the other hand, 
the gradual and insistent reduction of 
our tariff laws to a basis where the 
American manufacturer must meet 
honest competition, where he must de- 
velop his business along the best and 
most economic lines, where when he 
fights at home to control his market he 
is forging away in the economic devel- 
opment of his business to extend his 
trade in the markets of the world. 

“In my judgement, the future growth 
of our great industries lies beyond the 
seas. Let us approach the solution of 
the problem involved with a determi- 
mation to do what: is right, what is 
safe and what is reasonable,” conclud- 
ed Mr. Underwood. 


CLEMENTS URGES PUBLICITY 
FOR TRANSPORTATION EVILS 


“There ought to be no city of refuge 
to which a corporation engaged in a 
service affected with a public tnterest 
may flee for concealment of that which 
it does throveh officials and agents, 
said Judson C. Clements, chairman of 
the interstate commerce commission. 
Hie vigorously urged publicity as “ofe 
of the most effective means of elimi- 
nating fraudulent and indefensible 
practices resulting in discriminations 
and other violations of the act to regu- 
late commerce.” 

The address dealt with the “Moral 
Result of Mcdern Transportation and 
Transinission Facilities.” Modern. de- 
velopments, he said, “were as a sun- 
burst when compared with prior times. 
They have made possible educational, 
missionary and charitable operations 
on a grander scale than could have been 
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and be convinced.

I refer“to it as a 
temporary check to that complete un- 
derstanding and harmony that should 
be the aim of every loyal official, of 
every intelligent citizen, on both sides 
of the imaginary line which alone sep- 
arates us. That annexation should 
have been used as a bogie to influence 
opposition is the more regrettable since 
it could only have been suggested with 
respect to annexation by request, for 
tfere surely could be none so inhuman 
as to declare for annexation by force” 


Tribute to Seuthern Men. 


Judge Clements paid a warm tribute 
to the enterprise and public spirit and 
ability of the soufhern man who had 
achieved for New York city and for 
the country a victory for science and 
for capital and a monument to Amer- 
ican foresight by creating the great 
railway terminal facilities now enjoy- 
ed by the American metropolis. He 
suggested, too, that the telegraph and 
still more the telephone were openin 
the way to an intimacy. among people 
that was certain to make for the peace 
of the world. 

He pointed out, however, that all 
transportation and transmission agen- 
cles were susceptible of abuse and 
could. be perverted to the &ccomplish- 
ment of great injustice and wrong. Ne- 
oessity, therefore, for control and reg- 
ulation waé abundantly apparent. He 
felt that public regulations for the pre- 
vention of unjust discriminations and 
unreasongble charges should be so ad- 
ministered as to permit and encourage 
the proper development of the agencies 
in order that th might adequately 
render to the public the service to 
which they are devoted. 

“The raflroads,” said Judge Clem- 
ents, “have demonstrated how, when 
free from regulation, it fg within their 
power by discrimination either to kill 
or make alive. 


Helding Company e« Mask. 


“The holding company is often a 
mask or shield through which some 
artists of the legal profession have 
found a way to accomplish indirectly 
that which under the law could not be 
cirectly affected. This @evice is suc- 
cessful only when the form is per- 
mitted to encloud the substance. It is 
encouraging that more and mofe the 
legislation and the interpretation and 
the administration of the law demand 
epenness and directness. 

“To the extent that discriminations 
effected by debates, free passes and 
éther devices of favoritism, have been 
eliminated, the benefits have been two- 
fold—tthe vice of discrimination has 
been removed and the revenues of the 
carriers have been protected and con- 
served to an important extent. The 
wise and just regulation of these mat- 
ters will prevent the demand for pub- 
lic ownership, the growth of socialism, 
and perhaps even worse tendencies. 
These responsibilities must be bravely 
and wisely met. The time is at hand 
when peace will have ben victories even 
more renowned than war.”

Keep their quarters clean ani 
make them keep busy; feed all whole 
grain in litter and feed long enough 
before night that they will have plen- 
ty of time to scratch it out and eat 
before dark. Feed mash in the morn- 
ing, either dry or wet, the mash com- 
posed of 2 per cent of brand, 2 per 
‘cent of corn meal and 1 per cent of 
middlings. It is mecessary that the 
hens should have: some animal food. 
They cannot get along on all vegetable 
food, and the most common animal 
food is beef scrap. If you live out in 
the country where you can't get beef 
scrap often, make a Substitute of table 
scraps and pieces of waste meat. 
Chickens like meat as well as people. 
Beat or grind up all the bones you 
can get hold of for them. Fortunate- 
ly hog killing time comes at the sea- 
gon that hens need these things most. 

Be sure that you do not neglect to 
mive them plenty of green feed. in 
the south there is no excuse for not 
having green feed all winter. If your 
chickens have free range have oats, 
rye or clover where they can have 
free access to it and you will never 
again say chickens. don’t like it or 
that it does not aid in é¢gg production, 
If you keep them yarded, cut and 
carry to them some kind of greens, 
turnip tops, rape or crimson clover 
are splendid and all so easily grown 
that there is absolutely no excuse for 
not having them. 


Then, be sure to give them a oe 


of grit. Hens, like people, can't ve 
;Oo much grit. We save our egg shes 
the year round to feed to the hens in 
winter. Pound them up right fine and 
then they will not know they are egg 
shells, and will not learn to eat eng ®. 
If you haven't oyster shells to. give 
them keep a box with wood ashes in 
it, where they can have access to it, 
and you will be surprised to know how 
much they will devour in a day's tim>.

The essential 
thing to do is to get the hens to want 
to lay eg8S—-not to make them. Health 
Comes first of all, and then vigor and 
vitality is all that is necessary, and 
“unleas you have these things you will 
not get eggs in great numbers.”

New York, December 16.—(Special.) 
Abrupt change from pessimism to op- 
timism this week illustrates the sud- 
denness with which Wall street can 
shift iw opinions. The greater cheer- 
fulness, however, was not confined to 
the financial district nor to the stock 
market. It permeated railroad, trage 
and financial circles. Developmems 
were of a character calculated to stim- 
ulate general improvement. Probably 
the enthusiasm of some of the recent 
converts to optimism overstepped the 
bounds of prudence and conservatism, 
The fact remains trade is better, 


Merchants, traders, railroads, manu- 
facturers, are doing now what the 
wise investor did in August and Sep- 
tember, sold to return 6 to 6% per cent. 
They are investing in supplies because 
prices are cheap and it is possible to 
buy pig iron, wire, pipes, steel cars, 
copper metal or structural} steel, even 
it the use for them is not an immediate 
one. This demand, coming after months 
of restricted purchases, has exposed the 
low state to which stocks of matérial 
had fallen, and the extent and ‘time 
required to get them back to normal 
and one that was mainly responsible 
for the sharp nner aay in the stock 
market, was the steadily rising tide of 
activity in the steel trade, with ad- 
vances of $1 a ton, or over, in numerous 
finished products, and fifty cents a ton 
in pig iron. The daily booking of new 
orders by the United States Steel Cor- 
poration rose beyond the 60,000 ton 
mark and is approaching 56,000 tons. 
Orders, in fact, are coming in at a more 
rapid pace than for several years. The

© and 85 per cent of capacity and the 
outlook is for 90 per cent next month, 
if expected rail tonnage is placed...

In addition to the improvement re- 
ported in the steel and copper indus- 
tries there have come from varioug sec- 
tions of the country expressions by men 
in practically all business occupations, 
ir. refutation of the views contained in 
the recent Vanderbilt interview. These 
expressions took different forms of op- 
timism and had much weight with the 
public, especially as many of the men 
venturing opinions were far removed, 
from Wall street influences. The 
unanimity of sentiment as to the im- 
proveed status of affairs was quite a 
revelation.

WITHIN NARROW LIMITS 
COTTON OIL MOVED 


el 


New York, December 16.—(Speciaf) 
Regardless of active trading and a 
broader market, fluctuations of cotton 
seed oil prices were confined within 
exceedingly narrow limits during the 
past week. The publication of the 
government's cotton crop report last 
Monday had a temporary bearish in- 
fluence, but the force quickly wore off 
and prices displayed considerable re- 
sisting power. As the week progress- 
ed a firmer feeling developed in lard, 
and London cables came over firmer 
on tallow. This, combined with up- 
ward spurts in the cotton market, hai 
a steadying influence on oil values and 
the tendency of the market appeared 
to be upward, Offerings of crude oil 
in the south were free and included 
both prompt and future. shipments, 
Buyers were more inclined to recog- 
nize crushers’ views, and a fair busi- 
ness was placed on the basis of 30%c 
to 3le a gallon. 

Underlying conditions of the gen- 
eral market have not changed mate- 
rially and a bearish feeling still pre- 
dominates. It is admitted, however, 
that there are two sides to the mar- 
ket, and the belief is gaining ground 


that those who purchase spring and 
summer deliveries around prevailing 
prices, will find their investments 
profitable after the turn of the year. 
Receifts from primary points continue 
liberal and spot oil is in free supply. 
The absence of important demand for 
the cash delivery early in the week re- 
sulted in offerings at 5.84c, which is 
the lowest price recorded so far this 
year. If an active export movement 
on old contracts was not in progress 
from this port, the local market would 
probably be glutted with offerings for 
immediate delivery. 

Refiners and other large manufac- 
turing interests were extensive sellers 
of December in the neighborhood of 
5.32c. Rfiners claimed they would de- 
liver all the ofl sold. Their open tac- 
tics, however, were scouted in several! 
quarters and prominent traders wers 
of the opinion that transactions .were 
made for the effect on the general 
market and not any urgent attempt to 
liquidate. One prominent refiner, who 
was an active seller, was also a heavy 
buyer of March at 2 points’ premium. 
The May and July positions came in 
for a goodly share of trading and both 
responded with slight advances under 
the active extent of demand. April 
commanded limited attention, but June 
was entirely neglected. 

Consumers have not taken kindly to 
the market at prevailing quotations 
and no tmportant inquiry could e 
traced either for domestic or foreign 
account. Deliveries on old contracts 
are going forward in fair volume and 
the compound trade, soap-kettle and 
other large consuming industries ap- 
year to be securing their supplies 
through olq contract channels. Pure 
lard declined to 8%c per pound é@arly 
in the week, but rallied to 9c later. 
Compound lard was séeady at the re- 
cent decline and sales of round lots 
were reported at 7c. The desire of 
buyers to keep shelves cleared until 
after the annual stock-taking period 
is over, is responsib'e for part of the 
indifference displayed, but there is no 
doubt that the demand for cotton oil 
at present is near its low ebb for the 
vear.

Sweeping Public’ Utilities Bill 
| as Been Passed by 
Legislature. 


Sacramento, Cah, December 16.—The 
Sutherland-Burnett publicity utilities 
bill, said by its authors to be one of 
the most sweeping @actments for the 
regulation of corporations ever adopt- 
ed in the United States, passed the 
senate late today, 23 to 0. It pre- 
viously had passed the assembly and 
requires only the governor's signature 
to become law. The bill repeals the 
railroad commission act and extends 
the control of the railroad commis- 
sion over all public’ utilities of the 
state. 

A corrollary bill also was 
today allowing municipalities to de- 
termine by election whether or not 
their public utilities shall be subject 
to the provisions of the act.

Washington Monument Dying? 
(From Popular Mechanics.) - 

The Washington monument, at the 
national, capital, highest of stone 
structures, and designed by its build- 
ers to stand as long as the pyramids, 
ts suffering from a disintegration that, 
while not ——e fatal, will ma- 
terially shorten its life. 

This great shaft, 555 feet in height. 
consists of walls fifteen feet thick 
at the base. These walls are made u) 
of an outer facing of marble blocks 
and a four-foot inner wall made of. 
granite and other hard stone. Between 
these two walls there is a filing of 
heterogeneous stone, held together by 
a cement. This describés thé first 190 
feet, which is the part now affected. 
This part was built continuously from 
the beginning of the structure. Then. 
for years, the construction halted at 
that height.- It is the interior filling 
between these walls that ig now. 
through the deadly effect of heat and 
cold and dryness and dampness at- 
tacking it alternately, beginning to 
disintegrate and ooze out between the 
joints of‘the outér wall and the crevi- 
ces made by thé action of the ele- 
ménts. Says.Mr. Bernard Green, su- 
perintendent of the monumental! 
grounds, who knows more about its 
history than anyone living: 

‘When this lower 190 feet_was built 
a& great onl of the vacant space 
between the two walls ‘wag filled in 
with all manner of rubble, held to- 
gether with such manner of cements 
as was used in the *40s, instead of be- 
ing set with solid built masonry. On 
this conglomeration the weather is now 
beginning to act. The lime substances 
in this mass are especially d’sintegrat- 
ping under the action of water. and 
oozing out between the joints in the 
outer masonry, again solidify and form. 
as it were, scales or barnacles on the 
white marble of the outer facing.”’ 
Just how long this process (which a 
tourist defined as “geological tubercu- 
losis”) will have to continue before 
the sufficient weakening of the lower 
part of the monument to destroy it 
neither Mr. Green nor any sgovern- 
ment scicontist will venture to declare. 

Professor G. P. Merrill, head curator 
of geology at the National Museum 
and one of the government experts on 
matters geological, however, frankly 
gives as his opinion that the monu- 
ment, through these internal agencies, 
coupleq with fundamental errors in 
the construction of the great pile, will 
bring about its total ruin long be- 
fore other world buildings of the same 
character of structure will decay—and 
very long before the age to which its 
designers had fondly hopeg it to live 
Professor Merrill thinks it is a bad 
job, literally, from top to bottom. This 
is what he has to say about its con- 
struction: 

“This gigantic pile, designed as a 
monument to the Father of His Coun- 
try, and which stands upon the banks 
of the Potomac river in the city of his 
name, is, 80 far as quality of materia! 
is concerned, not only wrong side up, 
but wrone side out as well! The very 
best and most enduring material of 
the entire structure lies in the inner 
courses of the upper portion ef the 
work.” 

That is the part where the elevator 
lands, and which is subjected to mere- 
ly the trifling burden of fhe apex. 

“The poorest anq weakest of the 
material,” continued Professor Merril), 
“Is comprised in the outer portion of 
the first 190 feet, which has to bear 
the weight of the superincumbent 350 
feet and more, and has to receive, be- 
sides, the wash from all the rains tuat 
falls upon the portion above.” 

Professor Merrill went on to say 
that. as regards this present “tubercu- 
lous” ailment, it could be cured. That 
is, by buiuing shoring and supports 
the entire outer facing and the rubble 
filling for the first 190 feet could be 
removed and replaced with solid gran- 
ite masonry. 

At the request of a representative 
of Popular Mechanics Magazine he 
analvzed some of the deposit ‘eft on 
the outer facing from the interior dis- 
integration and found it to consist of 
just the same material as that inside— 
thus confirming the aptness of the 
tourist’s definition. 
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Invention Needed, Mr. Edison.

There were a lot of 
over-night buying orders around the 
Ting, however, inspired partly, no 
doubt, by the bullish week-end fig- 
ures and the steadiness of the south- 
ern spot market late yesterday and 
prices soon firmed up, with the mar- 
ket for a time reflecting a scare of 
shorts, which sent the active months 
about 8 to 17 points net higher and 
practically half a cent above the low 
records of the week.

Provisions were a little disposed to 
sag, owing to the possibility that the 
action of the British government in 
shutting out bids from the larger 
American packers might lead to a 
similar course by other nations. As 
a result pork tonight was 7% to 190 
less expensive, but lard and “ribs 
had not eased off beyond 2%c at the 
most.

Dangers That Lurk in Our 
School Rooms. 


Could anything be more appalling in 
suggestion than the ill-ventilated class 
rooms, in each of which—in any dense- 
ay populated city—froom forty to sixty 
children are crowded together for a pe~- 
riod of five hours a day, broken only by 
a brief intermission at noon? asks 
Mrs. Isaac L, Rice, president of the So- 
ciety ror the Suppression of Unneces- 
sary Noise, in the January McCall's. 
Put twenty clean, absolutely healthy 
children into an unventilated room for 
a similar space of time, and you will 
have twenty, ffushed, tired, listless 
children on your hands at its expira- 
tion. 

What, then, must be the conditions 
with this number multiplied by two or 
three, and with at least two-thirds of 
the children very far from oclean—with 
the possible exception of faces and 
hands, which must have at least a 
formal acquaintance with soap and wa- 
ter in order to pass the teacher's daily 
inspection! 

As to the little bodies; however, that 
is another story. There are many hun- 
dreds of mothers in New York alone— 
poor, unenlightened immigrants from 
the slums of Buropean and Asiatic cit- 
ies—who_ make an annual practice of 
“sewing up” their children—literajJly— 
in the fall and never unsewing them 
until the warm days come sreunl again 
in the following spring. These children, 
thinks to the provisions of our benevo- 
lent educational laws, are seated side 
Ly side with the children of clean, well- 
educated American citizens—children 
who are well. washed, well combed, well 
clothed and well fed; and all alike must 
breathe .the stale, vitiated air, which, 
heavy with the exhalations of many lit- 
tle bodies, quickly becomes foetid and 
poisonous, 

Who ghall say to what appalling de- 
gree the infantile paralysis scourge 
hatches in the dusty, diseased air of 
badly ventilated schoolrooms? For in- 
fantile paralysis is a dust disease, the 
virus of which obtains its. entrance to 
the system through the naso-pharynx. 

If mothers would only make a point 
of systematically visiting the school- 
rooms while the sessions are in prog- 
ress, We Should hear, from one end of 
the continent to the other one concert- 
ed, insistent cry, ringing lairion-clear: 
Open the windows! Opert the windows 
and let the fresh air in!’ 


Free Municipal Laundry for 
the Poor. 


Cincinnati has recently opened a mu- 
nicipal domestic laundry where poor 
women of the tenement districts may 
take the family clothing and do their 
own washing with the aid of the mcét 
up-to-date machinery. Thug all the 
modern laundry Mechanisms are 
brought within reach of the poorest 
families. 

A picture of the laundry interior ap- 
pears in the December Populay Me- 
chanics Magazine. The equipment in- 
cludes eneugh power washers, driers 
and electrié irons to accommodate 500 
family washings each week, and the 
city is preparing to butid more laun- 
dries of Mke nature.

The Price of Industry. 
(Editoria! in Collier's.) 

Sir John Simon reported to the 
privy council of Great Britain in 1861 
that at least one-third of the popula- 
tion suffered from diseases caused by 
the conditions of industry. The ener- 
gy of our people is now being awak- 
ened to the injustice of such a fact. 
The United States has been slow to 
take an interest in the toll of indus- 
try. Railroad accidents are four times 
as common among our employees as 
among those of Engiand. In coal min- 
ing Belgium in 1840 was about on a 
level with the United States in tae 
number of fatalities per thousand men, 
but now she hag cut her death rate to 
one-third of what it as. Where we 
are most clearly progressing is in 
charging the unpreventable accidents 
to society, as far as possible, and not 
. to the laborer and his family. Over 
the door of the Sallors’ Home at Lu- 
beck, Maine, is the inscription: “It is 
necessary to sail the seas. It is not 
} necessary to live.” Employers’ liabil- 
ity laws exist in New York, Montana, 
Maryland, Californ a, Illinois, Kansa’, 
Massachusetts, Nevada, New H mp- 
shire, New Jersey, Ohio, Washington 
and Wisconsin. The United 5S ate; 
Steel Corporation, the International 
Harvester Company, and other large 
' employers have introduced the princi- 
ple of their own accord. If you @are

ease and in accident, you can procure 
from the Health Education League, $%

Vital Statistics Legislation. 
Legislatures will meet this winter in 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, Mas- 
sachusetts, Mississippi, New Jersey, 
New York, Rhode Island, South Caro- 
lina and Virginia. In four of these 
states—Louisiana, Mississippi, South 
Carolina and Virginia—there are no 
provisions whatever for the proper 
Trecistration of births and deaths, ex- 
cept in a few of the larger cite: 
| where there is some form of deain 
registration. Strange to say, says The 
Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, a]! four of these are sofithern 
states, where, on account of forme 
epidemics, a reputation for good 
health conditigns shoul constitute a 
most valuable asset. How mary pe>- 
Ple died in Mississippi last ya ? 
malaria? What was the total! 
of deaths last year i any f 
four states’? Is the death-rate 
or falling? Is the amount of sickn-ss 
incre?sing or <éecreasine? Nobod v 
knows, because there ig no record kept 
of births or deaths in these states. 
How strange that men wll e:areful'v 
record all business transactions, wil! 
insist on books being kept correc'ly, 
even to the difference of a penny, wil! 
record the birth and pedigree of thi: 
horses, cows, pigs, dogs and cats, but 
will permit their parents to die and 
be.bduriegd and their children to be 
born without any legal record of these 
events being made! Bank b3lance 
sheets, corporation reports, auditors’ 
reports are all recognized as records 
of value, but in only twenty-four of 
our states do We know how many hu- 
man lives are lost each year, for in 
the other twenty-five states no books 
are kept. In only nine states are anv 
birth-records kept, and even in these 
States these records have been kept 
only a few years. In the census re- 
ports for 1910, the disgraceful fact 
appears that our death-ratio is based 
on returns from only 583 per cent of 
the entire population, since among the 
remaining 41.7 per cent there is no 
way of determining the number of 
deAths. This situation has long been 
a disgrace to our nation. in Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and 
Virginia, an effort has been made to 
register deaths in the larger cities. 
In wione has any general registration 
of deaths or any recording of births in 
any’ way been provided for. In Louis- 
jana, Mississippi, South Carolina and 
Virginia, the coming session cf the 
legislatures offers an opportunity to 
atone for long-standing neglect of this 
important duty. Ome of these states 
can have the honor of being the first 
southerh state to make proper pro- 
vision for the recording of births and 
deaths. Which will it be?

Boston, December 16.—Thirty hu- 
man lives were lost in New England 
and four in the Canadian province of 
New Brunswick as a direct result of 
the hurting season, which ended at 
midnight. Of the victims, five were 
shot in mistake for deer, and twelve 
were killed by the accidental discharge 
of thelr own guns; fourteen by acci- 
dental firing of guns held by compan- 
ions or by stray bullets, two were 
drowned, and one died of exposure.

The Rev. Dr. Robert. S. MacArthur, 
of New York, has just sailed for Rus- 
Jsia on a migsion unlike any which 
an American citizen, certainly an 
American divine, ever entered upon, 
He is the new president of the Baptist 
Worl Alliance, and in a real sense 
represents Christian people by the 
hundreds of thousands, even millions, 
as might be possible in no other re- 
ligious body. His mission is‘ first to 
Russia, but it is even broader tha 
that He goes bearing letters to world 
rulers from President Taft, and ietters 
from Secretary of State Knox to am- 
bassadors in all countries in Europe 
and Asia which he expects to visit. ~ 

The alliance president's mission to 
Iiussia is to ask the czar and the Rus- 
sian government for a larger measure 
vf religious liberty for all pegples of 
all faiths with! his vast empire. He 
wall present, he says, a written state- 
ment and will back it up with: an oral 
vne in case he is permitted to do so. 
He 18 fanious throughout the Roman 
Catholic church in America for hav- 
ing preached and spoken many things 
against it. He says that now, how- 
ever, he wiil ask the czar for larger 
liberty for Roman Catholics in Russia, 
of which there are many thousands, 
und especially for better treatment for 
Jews. 

Just before sailing President Mac- 

Arthur admitted that his niigsion in 
Russia is a difficult one. “New Eng- 
land Puritans have treated Baptists 
as badly as ever Russia treated Jews,” 
be observed, “and I suspect the czar 
of all the Russias knows it. ‘ine 
American people have been cruel to 
the American negro, and [ suspect the 
czar knows that, too. We exclude the 
Chinese, and am sure that all Russia 
knows that, and knows how unjust we 
are in this respect. Nevertheless, I 
believe that with full confession for 
American failings on my part, I may 
be able to accomplish something on 
Russia's part. 
The Rev. Dr. MacArthur has suc- 
ceeded in raising from American Bap- 
tists a considerable sum of money 
with which to complete a Bapttst 
church in St. Petersburg. He will 
assist in this church’s dedication while 
there, and will visit Moscow, where 
are Other Baptist churches. He will 
not visit Rome, where there is a con- 
siderable Baptist membership, but will 
so to some other European centers, 
where Baptist strength: has much in-: 
creased of late. Then he will continue 
around the world, visiting especially 
| Baptist missions in Burma, where for- 
eign missions from America had one 
important start, and finally, reaching 
|San Francisco, he will inspect home 
mission work on the coast and in the 
Rocky Mountain states. 

The world trip, lasting a rear, 
means more than an expression of 
Baptist strength, it is said. It means

Organic changes of very far reach- 

ing import are proposed by Congrega- 
tionalists. The chan are outlined 
in a report made by nineteen repre- 
sentative men, appointed a commission 
on polity by the national council one 
year ago in Boston, and instructed to 
report two years hence to the council 
to meet, in Kansas City. On the com- 
mission are the moderator of the coun- 
cil, 
the president of the American board, 
Hon. Samuel B. Capen; the chairman 
of the international committee Y. 
Cc. A., Dr. Lucien C. Warner; and lead- 
ers of like grade, among them the Rev! 
Dr. Henry A. Stimson, the Rev. Wil- 
liam E. Barton, Prof, Frank’K. Sands 
and Prof. Williston Walker. 

The trend of the report is in favor 
of. a complefe ,reorganizatiédn of Ameri- 
can congregationalism, ‘and greatly to 
centralize it. It is claimed, however that 
congregational traditiéns are not vio- 
lated in any marked degree. The leg- 
islative power and the representative 
character are introduced. The National 
council, @ volunteer body, ‘becomes 
much more an Official one. It is to sit 
every othér instead of every third 
year, through its nomination of fixea 
proportions of managers of missionary 
societies it is in efrect to come into 
control of all congregational benevol- 
ences. 

The American board, the oldest of 
American missionary societies, is con- 
tinued for foreign work, subject to 
control as just outlined, but for home 
work there is proposed a home board 
of missions into which all existing 
home bénevolent organizations are 
either merged or to which control is 
surrendered. Several of these organi- 
zations are comparatively small, like 
education, church building, ministeria: 
r@ief and publishing, but two well 
knewn societies, both home, form the 
basis of the proposed home board. 
These are the present home and the 
American missionary. . The former 
celebrated itg diamond jubilee a few 
years ago. t grew out of a society 
formed in early days in Connecticut, 
and has had much to do with the 
planting of congregational churches 
throughout the west. The American 
missionary association grew out of 
Civil war controversies and times, and 
has had to do with Fisk University 
and similar educational institutions in 
the south, with Indian and Esquimaux 
work, and later with Porto Ricans. 
The report of the commission: has 
just been made public. It has not been 
adopted, and its features are put forth 
at this time in order that ministers’ 
associations, congregations, ari mem- 
bers may study it. If a vote were to 
be taken at this time tt is said te be 
lik@ly that some amendments would be 
proposed, but as the vote is two yéars 
in future, the prediction is made that 
by that time its approval will be unani- 
mous. The aims are decrease of ad- 
ministrative expense of benevolencer, 
and closer co-operation of all general 
agencies. As a step toward the latter 
aim, the same commission report pro- 
pases to magnify greatly the office of 
the foundation now suggested, will 
virtually be at the hand of the denomi- 
nation in even larger degree, and with

To Austria there 
had gone 25,916 money orders aggre- 
gating $493,000; to Sweden 40,352 ag- 
gregating $442,810; to Germany 37,573 
orders, totalling $430,346; Liberia's gift 
is the smallest, there being sixteen 
money orders with $863, while to Egypt 
next in order from the end, there went 
94 orders, totalling $1,826.

AMERICA LEADS 
IN IRRIGATION 


New York, December 16.—(Special.) 
Irrigation for the promotion of agri- 
culture is rapidly becoming a world- 
wide movement. No single country 
has done more for its promotion un- 
der government auspices or by cor- 
porations than the Unitedg States, For 
that reason the national congress on 
the subject, meeting at Chicago this 
month, has attracted the attention of 
other countries to such an extent that 
seventeen of their governments will 
be represented in this year’s delibera- 
tions. 

What has been done may be inferred 
from  offiical figures representing 
seven of the western states, in which 
by this time more than $100,000,000 
has been invested in irrigation pro- 
jects. In 1909 the eight states had 
$86,592,262 invested in an irrigated 
area of 3,824,498 acres, with an addi- 
tional area of 9,454,491 acres projected 
for irrigable improvements, 

These facts indicate the extent to 
which funds have moved into this 
class of agriculture.

Whatever criticism may be directed 
some of the particular pro- 
jects, from an engineering or even an 
agricultural standpoint, it must be 
conceded that the conquest of the dry 
regions of the western country is in- 
evitable, regardiess of the means or 
the auspices under which it is done.

Man Important Matters mn 
Monday's Program 


Reports on City Salaries, Pub- 
lic Drinking Cup and Sewer 
Extensions Will Be Acted 
Upon—Park Board Election 
Goes Over Until January.

There will be a report from the gsal- 
ary committee which may spring a few 
sensations. The committee has care- 
fully considered the salaries’ of all 


charter city officials with a view of

making such changes as might 
deemed advisable. Ag the matter was 
considered behind closed dcors and 
these deliberations of the committee 
guarded with tle strictest secrecy, it 
is believed that there is a “cat in the 
meal tr »” which will precipitate a 
very lively timre in council when the 
report is read. 
Public Drinking Cups. 

Council will be called upon to con- 
sider an ordinance abolishing public 
drinking cups, which has received a 
favorable report from the ordinance 
committee. The ordinance prohibits 
the use of drinking cups in railroad 
depots, private “and public. schools, 
clubs, theaters, lodging houses for 
transient boarders, factories, amuse- 
ment grounds and stores. While ‘i is 
understood that a majority of council 
favors some sort of regulation in re- 
gard to the promiscuous use of drink- 
ing cups in public places, it is the 
general opinion that the ordinance as 
has reported by the committee will 
Not be adopted without considerable 
discussion. 

An important report will come from 
the bond commission and sewer com- 
mittee, in which jit is recommended 
that the bond money for intercepting 
sewers from the outfalls of the trunk 
sewers to the city limits be used to 
extend the trunk sewers that far. The 
report states that with the help of 
the county to do the work the bond 
money will be sufficient to extend the- 
trunk sewers to the city limits, tnere 
to make connection wita the intercept- 
ing sewers that lead to the disposal 
plants. 

Important Public Improvement, 

The street committee will report an 
important public improvement, the re- 
port recommending the closing of a 
small portion of the west end of 
James street and in lieu thereof the 
opening of Williams street from Cain 
to James. It is believed th council 
will adopt this recommendatifn, as it 
means the further development of an 
important business section. 

There will be an election of four 
members of the water board to suc- 
ceed John J. Woodside, C. W. Bern- 
hardt, Fred F. Lester and George BE. 
Argard. As none of these has so far 
any opposition, it is understood that 
they will all be re-elected. 

There will be no election for mem- 
bers of the park commission, as the 
city attorney has ruled that under the 
ordinance creating the commission the 
new council of next year must fill the 
vacancies caused by the expiration of 
the terms of the following commis- 
Sioners: George F, Eubanks, eighth 
ward; William Van Houten, sixth 
ward; M. B. Young, ninth ward. The 
election for park commissioners will, 
therefore, take place on the first Mon- 
day in January. 


Nothing Doing About Parks, 


There will be no resolution from the 
park commission asking that the coun- 
cil investigate the park department, 
as the commission has rescinded its 
er calling for such an investiga- 
ion. 

The mayor’s ordinance creating a 
new council committee on charter 
amendments will not be presented to 
council, it is understood, as the mayor 
has decided to withdraw the ordinance 
for the time being. 

With the important and interesting 
matters down on the regular program 
and the unlooked for features which 
can always be depended upon, the ses- 
sion of coungil Monday afternoon will 
be one of much importance and of 
general public interest. 


MISTRIAL IS ORDERED 
FOR CANTON BROTHERS

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ATLANTA PAYS HIGH PRICE 


FOR HER EGGNOG PARTIES 


What does Atlanta pay for Christ- 
Mas eggnog? P 

“Why, about $1,000,” responded one 
man who should have known better. 
(He visits most of the eggnog parties.) 
The reporter who was given the as- 
signment for a Christmas eggnog 
story was at a loss, and did not know 
where to go. A thought came to him. 
The best way to find out what eggnog 
costs is to interview the dealers in the 
ingredients of the drink. 

Costs $12,000 to $15,000. 

He did so and found out that every 
Christmas Atlanta pays between $12,-, 
000 and $15,000 for eggnog alone; that 
some 5,000 citizens have eggnog and 
eggnog parties on Christmas; that for 
these the eggs alone cost between 
$7,000 and $9,000; the liquor costs be- 
tween $3,060 and $4,000, and the milk 
and other ingredients cost between 
$2,000 and $3,000. Time expended in 
making and serving the eggnog is 
worth about $1,000, while time spent in 
drinking it is probably worth $50,000. 
Doctors’ bills and pains the day after 
are worth $5,000. Upon addition the 
astounding fact is brought to Hght 
that Christmas eggnog costs Atlanta 
between $65,000 and $75,000, or almost 
50 cents for every man, woman and 
child in the city. 

Do you get your 50 cents’ 
If you do you are probably one of 
those who suffer the day after. If you 
do not, then you are one of those who 
wish you did. Does it pay? Ask the 
man who gives an eggnog party, and 
then ask the man who attended. The 
first will say “Perhaps;” the second 
“No!” . 

An Eggnag Assignment. 

Naturally, the work of compiling 
figures as to Atlanta’s eggnog drink- 
ing abilities is somewhat difficult, and 
no mere reporter with but an ordinary 
head for figures can guarantee that 
his figures are absolutely correct. 
However, if anyone’ disbelieves the 
above figures he is at perfect liberty 
to correct them by doing a little com- 
Piling himself. The eggnog reporter 
doesn’t care 

An eggnog assignment is naturally 
an attractive one to most people, but 
unfortunately, or fortunately, for the 
reporter he had sworn off until Christ- 
mas, He first decided to visit the 
clubs. The first reported that some- 
thing like $1,000 was expended for 
eggnog; another said $750; a third 
$500, and the remainder ranged from 
$400 to $50. 

He interviewed the commission mer- 
chant and grocers. The manager of 
one of the largest grocery stores in the 
city is authority for the statement that 
the egg alone for the eggnog costs be- 
tween the sums mentioned about. “Of 
course,” said he, “I can make no ac- 
curate estimate, but am merely judging 
from the orders given by those whom 
I knew give eggnog parties and others 
who do not. I should think that be- 
tween 1,500 and 2,000 dozen eggs are 
vaed.”” 

Eggs at present cost 45 cents per 
dozen. A hen lays on an average about 
8 dozen a year. Thus this important 
feature of the eggnog represents the 
work of somre 250 hens for an entire 
year, or of 91,250 hens for one day. The 
hens are worth 40 cents each, so the 
eggs represent a capital of $36,500.

Around Christmas 
this amounts to 36,000. Say that the 
eggnogs represent 5 per cent of the jn- 
crease, we have something like 900 
gallons used for that purpose. The 
capital producing that 900 gallons is 
practicatly inestimable, as the liquor 
represcnts concerns in all parts of the 
world. 

the milk used in eggnogs on Christ- 
mas amounts to about 20,000 quarts or 
900 gallons. An average cow yields 
2 gallons per days. An average cow 15 
worth about $40. Thus the milk used 
for eggnog Christmas in Atlanta rep- 
resents a day’s yield of $100,000 capital. 
The sugar, etc., used is too hard to es- 
timate, but it can easily be seen that 
Atlanta uses a day’s production of a 
known capita) of $136,500, while the 
liquor manufactury output is unobtain- 
able.

Skeleton Opinions.

The supreme court, solely of its own 
initiative and without any relation to 
or bearing upon current events, has 
given notice that the great pressure 
of business has compelled it to adopt 
the custom of handing down opinions 
which are variously called memoran- 
dum opinions or skeleton opinions.

And on the other hand nobody 
has risen to applaud the manner in 
which the court reached and declared 
its decisions. The decisions are ap- 
piauded, but the discussions are sore 
vod 08% with the best friends of the 
court.

LAUD THIS CALIFORNIA GENTLEMAN! 


We speak—and justly—in terms of pride of the institution of 
“southern chivalry.” But in California, there is one man at least 
who lifts “western chivalry” to an eminence as exalted—and it is 
a very practical eminence, too. 

It all rises out of the new constitutional amendment in Cali- 


fornia, which enfranchises women. Now, just as soon as that 
project became a law, discussion was national as to how the 
average woman was going to steer afound: the stipulation requir- 
ing her to cite her age. For what daughter of Eve, on the wrong 
side of sixteen, confesses her years with glib cheerfulness. The 
concealment of it has so long been considered a woman’s prerog- 
ative that not the hardiest of men have dreamed of infringing it. 
Yet it is a requirement, in the majority of American common- 
wealths, that the voter, upon registering shall give his exact age. 
So it became a question of more or less serious import, what the 
women of California would do in the premises—not to mention the 
registrar's office. 

Now there comes forward to their relief a California legis- 
lator—and we wish the press carried his name, so that he might 
be duly chronicled with the Sir Gallahads of history. He has intro- 
duced a bill in the legislature of the Golden State, providing that all 
requirements of registration shall have been complied with when 
a woman testifies that she is “aver 21. Of course, there will be 
a few carping members of the softer sex who will insist that even 
this mild ban should be lifted. But speaking by and large, the 
bill, if passed, will solve for the women of California one of those 
problems that are more serious than mere man imagines. For in 
this day when the “old maid” is no more, and her place is taken 
by the “bachelor maiden;’ when women never grow old, and the 
outdoor life and hygienic living makes the grandmother or the 
mother-in-law vie in attractions with the daughter or the daughter- 
in-law—only a corporal’s guard of women will be found to protest 
against the simple exaction that, in order to vote, they testify that 
they are over twenty-one years of age. 

For this reason, we hold the gentleman from California is due 
a high place in the Hall of Fame. 
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THE RABUN GAP INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


A story teeming with inspiration is that rising from the obser- 
vations of two recent visitors to the Rabun Gap Industrial School, 
a report of which is carried in another column today. 

Startling concrete evidence’ of what is being accomplished by 
the mountain boys and girls attending this institution is presented 
in the shape of a table showing products raised on the school’s farm 
during the now closing season, with their value. In itself, the table 
is a valuable index of the agricultural possibilities of Blue Ridge 
Georgia. Aside from that phase it sets forth that the leaven of 
practicability is healthfully at work in the school’s program, and 
that the effect of its infltrience upon the syrrounding country must 
be widespread and contimuous. 

The total value of the products raised by the boys and girls 
of the school is set at $9,335. Taken in connection with the broad 
range covered, and the additional fact that other branches, includ- 
ing domestic science, are taught, this exhibit is one that should 
hearten every man and women directing their energies toward 
work of this nature in Georgia. 

A feature of the visit of the two Georgians to the school was 
thé presentation of a $100 prize, donated by Mr. E. R. Hodgson, of 
Athens, to the girls for prowess in corn raising, and a similar 
award from Miss Mildred Rutherford, also of Athens, to boys 
who had shown proficiency in the same direction. Mr. Hodgson 
has been one of the most consistent of the friends of the school, his 
aggregate contributions reaching a large total.

‘Southern Handicap Tourna- 


ment Is Awarded to the 
Georgia City. 


Columbus, Ga., December 16.—(Spe- 
clal.)}——The Columbus Board. of Trade 
and the Columbus Gun club have been 
officially advised by the Interstate As- 
sociatidn for the encouragement of 
Trap Shooting that the seventh south- 
ern handicap tournament has been 
awarded to Columbus, and this pre- 
mier event in the trap shooting world 
will be held in Columbus in May next, 
the exact dates to be later announced 

Columbus held the southern handi+ 
cap in 1900, and it was the most suc- 
cessful, both in point of attendance 
and in recornis broken, that has ever 
been held, and it is confidently ex- 
pected that the 1912 handicap will 
break all. records of trap shooting 
events, with the exception, of course, 
of the Grand American Handicap. 

The 1910 meet in Columbus-was at- 
tended practically by all of the best 
shots of the country, Doth amateur 
and professional, and the magnitude 
of the event may best be judged by 
the fact that nearly 80,000 shots were 
fired during the tournament, which 
Amateur’ from ‘all 
over’ the country were in attendance, 
among others being John Philip Sousa, 
the eminent bandmaster and composer. 

Of particular interest is the compe- 
tition for the “Columbus, Ga., Cup,”’ 
which was donated by the Columbus 
Board of Trade and the citizens of Co- 
lumbus, and which is valued at $500. 
This cup is to become the absolute 
property of the person winning it 
three times. In 1910 it was won by 
Chauncey M. Powers, of Decatur, IIL, 
and this year it was won by J. R. 
zresham, of Long Lake, Ill. 

With the experience gained by the 
local gun club in 1910, there is little 
doubt that the coming event will at- 
tain perfection in arrangements for a 
great meet. 

Atlanta is expected to furnish a 
sood squad of first-class marksmen 
in an endeavor to pull down the cup 
and participate in the added moneys 
and sweepstakes that are to contest 
for the cup and added moneys, the 
professionals shooting only for target 
records.

TUNNEL NINE. MILES LONG

A great deal 
of hot rock was met with, and Italian 
workmen were compelled to labor in 
an atmosph¢re of 95 degrees.

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MAY STOP SELLING _ 
OF PUTS AND CALLS 


New York, December 16.—(Special.) 
One of the most interesting reports 
brokers have heard recently circulated 
among the houses which do business 
in puts and calls. The governors of 
the stock exchange, it is said, were 
considering a proposition to prohibit 
all members from selling privileges. 
Their reason was that the Henning 
and Van Schaick failures had been due 
in part to the selling of.puts and calls 
and that many other small houses had 
gone into that branch of the brokerage 
business. None of the officers of the 


}exchange commented on the report, but 


it was credited in places where puts 
and calls are dealt in. 

In the old days, before Russell Sage 
gave up the business as too haardous, 
dealings in puts and calls constituted 
an important department of the broker- 
age business. Then it gradually lapsed 
from stock exchange practice and most 
of the speculators who wanted puts 
and calls, whether as a speculation or 
a hedge, bought them in the London 
market. 

The business of dealing in privileges 
is conducted much more scientifically 
in London than it ever has been here, 
and the arbitrage houses did a profit- 
able business with this branch of the 
London market alone. It is only within 
the last year that sales of privileges 
have again been taken up by more 
than a few stock exchange houses. In 
recent months the business has de- 
veloped rapidly, the temptation to 
engage in it having been enhanced by 
the circumstance that regular commis- 
sion business was none too good. . A 
great many houses have found it «a 


' pr6fitable adjunct to the regular bro- 


kerage business. Because so many of 
them are engaged in it the governors 
will ptobably not proscribe it alto- 
gether. However, it is considered 
probable that regulations will be pass- 
ed in the endeavor to have the business 
conducted as securely as it fs in Eng- 
land.

At this time the skin Is Ilable to 
look, and to be, rougher than 
usual. A slight rubbing with a 
pumice-stone brush improves this 
condition, if the application is fol- 
lowed by applying cold cream. 

Cold air quickly dries the skin by 
drawing out its oils. If your arms 
are too dry apply cold cream or any 
pure perfumed dil plentifully at 
— before retiring, rubbing it in 
well. 

If the arms are disfigured by an 
excess of hair this is worth a trial: 

Dilute oxygenated water 


Rose water 

Place strips of old muslin or 
linen in this mixture to soak. Wrap 
the soaked cloth around the arms. 
Pin the compress tightly with a 
safety pin and leave it on for a 
quarter of an hour. This is more 
conveniently done at night, but ap- 
plications every morning and eve- 
ning will more quickly bring the 
result. Sometimes this leaves the 
skin of the arms irritated. If so 
be sure to apply cold cream at once, 
rubbing it profusely into the parts 
to which you have applied the 
cream. 


In Winter there is ofte more al- 
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noyance ‘ from'.perspiration under - 


the arms than in Summer, because 
the cold often checks perspiration 
from other parts of the body, and 


the armpits become the chief vent si . 


for it. Do not try to stop the flow 
of perspiration at this point Seri- 
ous injury might follow. 
Wash the parts daily with alum 
water made in the proportion of 
Pulverized alum..........-1 OZ 
Alcohol 6 oz. 
Dust beneath the arms often with 
powdered lycodium. 


Always air your garments after 


taking them off for the night. Never 
hang in the closet a gown which 
you have worn during the day, but 
let it air well for the night, turning 
down the dress about the shoulders 
so that the part that covered the 
armpits is freely aired. Also 
change frequently the dress shields. 
Wash them in warm water, into 
which afew drops of ammonia have 
been poured. 

To develop the arms that are too 
thin, or to reduce the arms that are 
too fat, to the standard which Venus 
de Milo would have set had her 
arms survived, exercise as follows, 
taking up any books that do not 
weigh more than a pound. The ex- 
ercises should all be very slowly 
taken: 

Lift the books until they are on a 
level with the shoulders, the arms 
being extended rigidly at the sides, 
with elbows unbent. 

Lift the books, bending the el- 
bows until the books rest beneath 
the armpits. ' 

Lift the books until they rest 
upon the shoulders, 

Still holding the books, drop the 
arms to the sides. 

Repeat all these untill the arms 
become wearied. 

Should one arm be weaker than 
the other exercise it alone, as well 
as with the other arm. After the 
arm exercise rub the arms briskly 
with alcohol.

inclined to acne, should use? Is 
castile soap an irritant to such a 


skin? 

Pure castile soap is not irritat- 
ing to the skin, but I advise the 
use of soap only at night before re. 
tiring. I advise you to sprinkle a 
few drops of ammonia in the water 
in which yo’ bathe your face. Af- 
terwards rinse the face well in cool 
or cold water. Occasionally dust- 
ing the face with oatmeal or bran 
after washing, or even using bran 
or oatmeal in the water, will help 
to rid you of the greasy look of the 
face. 

These washes should serve your 
purpose well. Apply to the face af- 
ter bathing it or cleanse the face 
with it after coming in from out of 
doors: 

Eider flower water.....% pint. 

Tincture of benzoin......% oz.

European Hospitals. 

Dr. J. N. E., Brown, of Toronto, Cana- 
da, spent a considerable part of last 
summer in visiting hospitals in Hol- 
land, Germany, Austria, France and 
Great Britain, and has set down his 
impressions of the same in an article 
published in The Dietetic and Hygienic 
Gazette for December. Dr. Brown was 
for several years the superintendent 
of the General hospital, Toronto, and 
has ited most of the large hospitals 
on this continent, so that his views 
on the subject are those of one quali- 
fied to speak with authority. He 
points out that in Great Britain and, 
to a lesser extent, in this country and 
in Canada, with the exception of Penn- 
Sylvania and a few of the Canadian 
provinces, the hospitals are self-sup- 
porting; that is to say, with the ex- 
ceptions mentioneg ,none receive state 
aid. On the other hand the hospitals 
of Europe depend on the public purse 
for their maintenance, and are quite 
independent of the benevolence of 
wealthy philanthropists. Dr. Brown 
isof. the opinion that all things con- 
sidered, this latter is the better plan, 
one reason being that in London, for 
instance, where the hospitals are al- 
most wholly dependent upon volutnary 
contributions, there is not nearly the 
amount of money necessary to carry 
on up-to-date methods of teaching. In 
Germany the state supplies not only a 
full equipment for the care of the 
sick, but also for the training of 
medical students. Again, as to medi- 
cal organization, the author thinks 
that German methods are superMr to 
those in vogue in America and in 
Great Britain. The only hospital in 
this country which follows the Ger- 
man mode of organization is that of 
Johns Hopkins. Dr. Brown was great- 


ly struck by the beautiful surround-, 


ings of the German hospitals, and 
with the arrangemens generally of the 
hospitals in the large cities of Con- 
tingntal Europe. He seems to be of 
the mind that in Great Britain, in 
this country, and in Canada that many 
features of the hospital systems of 
Europe might be followed with great 


advantage.

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| NEW AFRICAN BIRDS | 


Colonel Edgar A. Meafts, assocfate 
in zoology, United States National Mu- 
seum, describes many new birds from 
Africa, in two papers recently issued 
‘by the Smithsonian Institution. 

The first of these papers (publica- 
tion 2016) comprises a description of 
fifteen new species and sub-species 
of African Dbirds, collected by the 
Smithsonian African expedition under 
the direction of Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt during the year 1909-19190, 
and forms the fourteenth of the pa- 
pers relating to the results of that ex- 
pediiion. 

Ten of the birds included in the pa- 
per were discovered by members of 
the expedition, nine by Dr. Mearns and 
one by Mr. J. Alden Loring. The sci- 
entiic names of these new birds would 
hardly be of interest to the general 
reader. It may suffice to say that 
many odd and beautiful ones are in- 
cluded, some of which in English afe 
caliéd Spurfowl, Francolins, Stone- 
Pheasants, Golden Weavers, Bush- 
Robins, Bush-Warblers and Bu!buls. 
The Spurfow)] and Francolin, which

toria, are among the principal game 
Dirds of British’ East Africa, and cor- 
respond to our guinea fowl and part- 
ridge. 

In the second paper Dr. Mearns has 
describéd some -new African Grass- 
Warblers, alse colleged by the Smith- 
sonian expedition in Africa. This pa- 
per forms publication 2056, and s the 
fifteenth dealing with the African ex- 
pedition. It embraces the description 
of seven new species and sub-species 
of these dirds, four of which were dis- 
covered by members of the expedition, 
one by Dr. W. W. Abbott, an American 
explorer of note, and the two others 
from the Museum of Comparative 
Zoology, by Dr..Glover M. Allen. 

Those collected by the representa- 
tives of the Smithsonian Institution’ 
are named as follows: 

The, Equatorial Grass-Warbler, of 
which twelve specimens were secured, 
came from Lake Nivosha; the North- 
ern Grass-Warbler from the “Rhino 
camp”; the Mapiti Plains Grass-ijVar- 
bler, of which there were five, from 
tiie plains of that name; and thirteen 
specimens of Reichenow's Grass-War- 
bler, named after Dr. Anton Reiche- 
now; all from British East Africa.

WITH ATLANTANS

New York, December 16.—Have you 
ever heard of the Music School Settle- 
ment? Unless you are particularly 
well-informed in musical matters the 
chances are you have not, and even if 
you know what the Music School Set- 
tlement is, it is hardly probable that 
many of you have taken the time and 
bother on one of your New York visits 
to seek it out in the dingy, littered, 
down-at-the-heel neighborhood of 
East Third street. So perhaps it will 
not bore you to hear about this in- 
teresting institution from one who 
has taken the time and the bother to 
investigate it, and who has felt her- 
self repaid tenfold for her effort. 

Briefly, the Music School  Settle- 
ment is a place where the finest sort 
of musical advantages may be had for 
a price within the reach of the very 
poor. It is not free. The idea ig thi 
music is a luxury, and that it is .bet- 
ter appreciated. if..some small . sacri- 
fice is made to attain it. In other 
words, the school is conducted on reg 
ular settlement lines, fostering the 
self-respect, pride and’ earnest ~ en- 
deavor of the students. A fee of 
twenty-five cents is required for eaci 
lesson, and for those who have no 
pianos at home instruments may ‘be 
rented at the Settlement at the rate 
of ten cents an hour. The school was 
incorporated in 1903, and since then 
it has made great strides, and has set 
so good an example for the music- 
craving public in other places that in 
the last year alone eléven new insti- 
tutions patterned after this one have 
been organized. 

Description of Building. 

Two broad old-fashioned houses 
turned into one and remodeled 
throughout constitute the home of the 
New York settlement. The first floor 
is given up to a series of rooms, ex- 
quisite in their tasteful simpliafy, for 
the use of the students, a dining room 
for the four resident teachers, and a 
large auditorium used for the orches- 
tral work. On the second floor are 
small, well-lighted rooms, each con- 
taining a piano, and on the third floor 
the space is divided up into other 
small rooms for violin gnd cello prac- 
tice, one end being reserved, for a 
little apartment used by the wresi- 
dents. There are seventy-five teach- 
ers, one-third of whom have received 
their musical training in the Settle- 
ment. By the way, an Atlanta wo- 
man, Mrs. Guido Meisel, has been in- 
terested in this work for some years. 
One of tne important features of the 
method employed in the school is that 
children are almost immediately 
started doing ensemble. work. You 
will find a little tot of six years be- 
ginning after five or six ssohns to

Four Orchestras Now. 

There are four orchestras now, three 
for young people, graded not accord- 
ing to age, but proficiency, and one 
made up of working men and women 
who can only practice at night. The 
one I heard yesterday was the senior 
orchestra, composed of boys and girls 
ranging apparently from eleven years 
to nineteen or twenty. If you are ex- 
pecting me to describe them as ragged, 
dirty, picturesque East Siders, you are 
going to be much disappointed. They 
may have been. that some time or 
Other, but today they are clean, well- 
dressed young people, with eager, in- 
telligent faces and smoothly brushed 
hair, and moreover they, are real, gen- 
uine musicians with no: foolishness 
about them. They handle their in- 
struments like artists, their tone is 
exquisitely true and unwavering, they 
play carefullf, lovingly, sincerely, in 
a way that would rouse enthusiasm 
in an even jaded old symphony con- 
noisseur,

fitted for the position than he. He is 
worth a bit of description—tall, thin, 
with a splendidly shaped head, thick 
hair, and thick, black, mobile. humor- 
ous eyebrows he is the sort of person 
Whistler would have liked to paint, 
or to make an etching of.

Our suggestion would be to insert (in 
brackets, so that attention would not 
to be too seriously diverted from the 
cattle) the words “father or mother 
of the children” after “owner of the 
cattle,” and the worg “child” after 
“cow.” We have no suggestions to 
offer as to the chapter on “Import- 
ance:” the problem is clearly stated: 
“The importance of the disease must 
be estimated from two points of view: 
first. the loss it entails on the cattle 
owner and second,.the danger... to 
human beings.” 2 

The chapter on “Symptoms” is fair- 
ly satisfactory; a careful perusal of 
thie chapter might enable a mother to 
suspect that her child was not suf- 
fering from a “common bad cough 
(just as it helps the cottle owner to 
see that something unusual is wrong 


with his cow) and that it was time 


to ecnsult a physician. We must ad- 
mit that the section “Post-Mortem 
Appearances” might not be of direct- 
ly practical value; still its perusal 
might possibly convince a: person with 
leanings toward dyiem that it 
would be a little harg to will away 
“tuberculous lumps.’ e chapter on 
‘The Tubercle Bacillus” would be very 
useful, for here we would find prac- 
tical statements, such as tat the 
bacillus “can live for a long time in 
favorable surroundings, such as dark 
or dirty stebles (rooms).” Similarly 
the chapter on “How the Disease 
Erreads” would be decidedly practical: 
“Sooner or leter the tuberculous cow 
(perscn) begins to give off the germs 
of the disease; “they escape from the 
cow (human being) by -the meuth, 
nose, ete.; germs are coughed up and 
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tape germs 
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get into the milk, and hogs and calves 
(little boys and girls) are very readi- 
ly infected by it.” The chapter on 
“Iicew a Herd (Family) Is Infected” 
is excellent, as is also the chapter on 
“Sanitation,” In the latter, for ex- 
ample, we would read that “dark, 
dirty, cfowded stables (houses) are fa- 
vorable to tuberculosia: clean, airy, 
well-lighted stables (houses) are un- 
favcrable to the development of the 
disease.” “Stables (houses) should 
have plenty of air space for each nai- 
mal (whether of monetary value “or 
only man),” etc. But the advice about 
sanitary homes (for cattle) is so ex- 
ceiler.t that we might safely advige 
the people to build such stables an 
then occupy them themselves. 
But after all! Might we not kh 

that in the course of time it would be 
piessible for the United States govern- 
eons occasionally to discuss thé man 
Tet:

Aside from the fact 
that the play was faulty in construc- 
lacking in real 
characterization—not a character in 
the play being well developed—-the 
subject was loosely sustained, and at 
times, the whole production degener- 
ated to the amateur class. 

There were those in the 
who were ready to exclaim 
“support Was poor” because their in- 
terest lagged, but there was not any- 
thing the matter with the support— 
most of them were beyond the average 
-—but the play was just so weak the 
players struggled through it to the 
finish very much as a group of tourists 
would, eager to reachtheir destination 
in badly constructed, creaking autc- 
mobiles. 

Mrs. Leslie Carter is a great actress 
-~—nobody can deny that—and here let 
it be remembered that there is a dif- 
ference between a great actress, a 
Sregt artist, and a great genius. It 
tak@s a great actress to sustain 
through five tottering acts the inter- 
est of an audience who want to be 
etirred, but Mrs. Carter did sustain the 
interest. If she had had a better 
play she might have stirred their 
emotions and convincéd people she 
was either an artist or even more—a 
genius.

To Prevent Christmas Fires.

Holiday fires in stores, churches and 
bazars, while filled wth people, are 
usually holocausts. 

Light, inflammable decorations make 
fires easy to start and easy to spread. 
A match, a gas flame or an electrical 
defect may do it. 

Watch gas jets!

Watch smokers. Do not perqnit them 
to light cigars inside buildings. 

Do* not make the ‘slightest change 
in electric wiring without. consulfing 
the electrica! inspector, 

De not decorate your Christmas tree 
with paper, cotton, 
flammable material, Use metallic tin- 
sel and other non-inflammable decora- 
tions only, and set the tree securely 
so that the children in reaching for 
things cannot tip it over. 

Do not use cotton to represent snow. 
If you must have snow, 
fiber. 

Do not permit children to light or 
relight the candles while parents are 
not present. They frequently set fire 
to their clothing instead. The tree 
itself will burn when needles have be- 
come dry.

Creamed Codfish im Toast Cases. 
~—From a narrow loaf of bread 
cut small handled baskets and 
fry in deep fat until crisp and brown. 
Drain and fill with codfish which has 
Leen freshened in water, picked fine 
and heated in cream sauce. Sprinkle 
with the grated yolk of a hard-boiled 
egg, garnish with bits of parsley and 
serve hot. 

Creamed Onions in Sweet Potato 
Nest—Boil smal! white onions until 
tender, drain and arrange in a nest 
of sweet potato, which has been mash- 
ed and seasoned to taste with salt, 
pepper and butter. Garnish with sprigs 
of parsley, and just before serving 
pour over a cream sauce made as fol- 
lows: Cream together one tablespoon. 
ful each of flour and butter, add one 
cupful of hot milk and cook until it 
thickens, stirring constantly. Remove 
from the fire, season to taste with salt 
and pepper, and add one teaspoonful! 
of finely minced. parsley. 


Artichokes and Sweetbreads.—Clean 
and parboil two pairs of sweetbreads, 
removing all the veins and nerves. 
Chop into small dice. Melt one table- 
spoonful of butter in a saucepan, and 
stir in one tablespoonfwul of flour until 
it forms a smooth paste. Pour in one 
and one-half cupfuls of cream, stirring 
constantly until it boils. Add the 
sveetbreads and season with salt, pep- 
ner, a few drops of onion juice and a 
little finely chopped parsley, and one 
tablespoonful of sherry. Have ready 
eight artichoke hearts and pour into 
each one a large spoonful of the 
creamed sweetbreads. Serve very hot.

You have written continually about 
what women owe to their husbands; 
their. obligation to them, and the 
adaptation of their taste# to those of 
their husbands. In reality, 1 believe 


| many more women adapt themselves 
hté their husbands than do as they 


please, and I believe many women are 
driven into radical movements and in- 
to the desire for suffrage because they 


feel they are deprived of all rights in 
the home and out of it. 

“Now' there is my friend, poor little 
Mrs. Goodrich, whose husband is a 
grouchy rich banker. He never wants 
to g0 anywhere. She stays at home 
most of the day superintending the af- 
fairs of her large establishment. She 
keeps the books of the house which is 
a task for any woman these days, and 
is not an extravagant woman about 
her person. She naturally likes going 
out, yet when Goodrich comes home in 
the evening, he ‘wants his dinner. After 
that he wants the financial papers. 

“He reads them to. himself and ex- 
pects her to sit quietly by. If she is 
ealled. to the phone ang answers it 
makes him furious, and he wonders 
why she could not have done that dur- 
ing. the day. If she moves about it 
thakes him nervous, and he indicates 


it. She dare not play. the piano; he 


| dislikes that, and at 10:30 he wants to 


go to bed. She goes, too; nothing else 
to do. 

“Now what is that woman's life? 
Has she not the right to fee] that a 
system is all wrong which compels a 
woman to lead that sort of life with- 
out rebellion. She does not want a di- 
voree exactly, but she can’t but envy 
the young woman next door who earns 
a weekly salary; can do with it what 
she will and can select her own pleas- 
ures. 

“I tell you that half the divorces 
are caused by the failure of men to 
realize their little social obligations to 
their wives, and half this excess of 
women in the matter of movements 
which take them out of the home is 
due to the failure of men to do their 
part toward keéping up the tittle cour- 
tesies within the home.”

The Morphine Habit. 

In The Dietetic and Hygienic Gazette, 
December, 1911, Dr. Israel Bram, of 
Philadeiphia, discusses the opium habit 
or drug inebriety. He draws attention 
to the fact that man is the only anima! 
that will eat and drink foods and bev- 
erages, harmful or otherwise, to ex- 
cess. He is of the opinion that, of all 
the stupefying drugs, opium is athe 
most dangerous, in that it so compte- 
ly enslaves both body and mind. Dr. 
Bram points out that in Asia opium 
habitues are as numerous as those ad- 
dicted to alcohol in America and Eu- 
rope. The fact is also referred to that 
Americans have been conspicuous in 
the endeavors made recently to free 
China from the opium thrall. Dr. Bram 
states that in the western states of this 
country the opium problem has been 
serious. It has been estimated recently 
that 18 per cent of twenty-five large 
cities of the United States are slaves to 
optum or morphine. Women are more 
commonly the victims than men, ex- 
cept of the professiona! classes, for it 
is Well known that physicians and 
druggists form a large percentage of 
opium habitues. Many contract the 
habit by using morphine for severe 
chronic neuralgia, insomnia and the 
like. Laziness and an idle spirit of 
irritation and adventure among the 
sensation-loving and the luxurious oft- 
times sow the seed for an indulgence

FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


One of the purposes for which the 


Society of the Daughters of the Amert- 


ean Revolution was organized is for 
the collecting and preserving of the 
fast disappearing records of our coun- 
try that the historians of the future 
may be enabled to write more truly of 


its making. 

This is a very important work and 
one which should hold the attention of 
every D. A. R. chapter of this entire 
country, for there is much. local his- 
tory in each ‘county which needs to be 
gathered together and. preserved.

An experiment was tried by the ex- 
ecutive committee which demonstrated 
that every community is equipped with 
a body of workers and searchers in- 
comparable in their earnestness and ef- 
ficiency. To Dr. T. N. Glover, now of 
Brooklyn, N. ¥., an enthusiast in his- 
tcerical work, is due the inspiration'‘for 
something very practical and very ef- 
ficient in historical research. He set 
the children to work. That was all, 
but the experiment undertaken under 
his guidance demonstrated that here 
was a body of searchers, enthusiastic, 
determined and thorough. 

His plan was to interest the children 
in the high schools and in the eighth 
grades of the grammar schools. As 
the system is constituted in New Jersey 
that would be children of twelve to 
fourteen years of age and upward. The 
research was made a part of their his- 
tory period and extended over the 


‘term, At the end the pupils wrote es- 


says embodying what they had dis- 
covered. These prizes were awarded 
for the three best essays and the essays 
themselves became the property of the 
society. 

Bergen «county is ricoh in revolu- 
tionary history.| .Washington was in 
the county a number of times during 
the revolution and in November, 1776, 
had his headquarters for several days 
in one house, now standing. The facts 
fired the children’s imagination and 
their work was enthusiastic. It gave 
their school history a touch of reality. 
It localized what the’ histories said 
and made the characters seem like 
actual persons. The teachers bore 
ample testimony to the vitalizing in- 
fluence of the work, 

All history is but the sum of the 
unitS composing it. Each child in the 
public school has a historic heritage 
which influences him unconsciously in 
what he does or says and has deter- 
mined his .environments. They com- 
prehend their relations to the past and 
are anxious to’ know more about it. 
They can study the history of their 
own family and discover what their 
ancestors did in establishing the coun- 
try. It is not essential that these an- 
cestors fought in any of the wars. 
The pioneer who established a home 
in the early days performed his part 
in the founding and developing of a 
mighty nation, 

Work for the Children. 

Let the children get up the history 
of their own families. Trace them 
back to their origin. Learn all they 
Can about their founders. Look up 
what they did and how they did it. 
Arouse their pride in their ancestry 
and they will collect a mass of val- 
uable tnformation regarding families 
which can be obtained in no other 
way. 

The Atlantic coast, the Lake region. 
the Mississippi valley, the south ‘and 
the pacific coast have each théir in- 
dividual histories and developed in 
their own way. California, for exam- 
ple, has no revolutionary history, but 
it has the romance of Spanish mis- 
sions and the glamor of a wonderful 
development following the discovery of 
gold, The history of the Mississippi 
river goes back to DeSoto. And each 
section of the country has its own 
history and its own romance, develop- 
ing along local lines and offering rich 
resources for the worker who takes 
sufficient interest to search for the 
facts, 

In the experiment mentioned the 
children obtained their first impres- 
sion from books. Then they went 
over the society’s records, following 
this, by’ the examination of public 
records, and supplemented it all with 
family records, diaries and letters. 
They worked always under the guid- 
ance of their teachers, and the essays 
in which they embodied the results of 
their researches were marvels Sf ac- 
curate information. Further, they 
added to the knowledge of the public 
in collecting and compiling the his- 
toric data which had been buried for 
generations. ‘ 

Another purpose was served, quite 
unexpected in its manifestation and 
results, The teachers were interested, 
too, and they taught history with a 
keener zest and with a deeper under- 
standing of the relations between th? 
present and the past. 

Here,.then, is a solution of the prob- 
lem. of saving the fast disappearing 
records of the early days. Set the chil- 
dren to work. Perhaps you cannot in- 
terest everyone, or develop a group of 
trained searchers everywhere, but you 
will obtain much valuable information 
respecting families and places and you 
will be able to put this in proper shape 
for preservation and use.

ON BOND MONEY 


Chairman of Bond Commission

hospital. Taking each issue of bonds 
separately, Chairman Quiflian makes 
the following report, which will zo to 
the city council Monday afternoon: 

Hespital Bonds. ° 

The total amount available for the 
new hospital annex was $101,411.36. Of 
this amount expended is $60,750.80, 
leaving a balancé of $37,847.76. This 
includes the purchase price of a crem- 
atory site. } 

He states that the annex to the 
Grady hospital is nearly completed, 
and will be finished within the appro- 
priation. ° 

Sewer Bonds. 
The total amount available for sewer 


'work was $1,459,498.06. Of this, $610,- 


011.04 has been expended for lateral 
trunk sewers and work on the disposal 
Plangs, leaving a balance unexpended 
of $849,487.02. 

He reports work on the sewers and 
disposal plants well under way, and 
will be completed, so far as is known, 
within the contract price. 

School Bonds. 

The total amount avaflable for the 
construction of new schools and the 
repair of old ones was $610,202.

JESUS MURDERED 
BY “THE SYSTEM” 


So Declares Episcopal Priest in 
Speaking of the Cru- 
cifixion. 


New York, December 16.—(Special.) 
According to the Rev. Bouck White, 
head resident at Trinity _ Episcopal 
church, of Brooklyn, Jesus was not 
murdered by the Jews because His 
teachings were so directly opposéd to 
the Jaws of Moses. Instead; there was 
a” “Systdyn”’ in‘ existence in those days, 
the counterpart of that which obtained 
today. That system put Jesus to death 
because He stirred the common people 
to revolt and this made existence for 
the aristocracy exceedingly dangerous, 

“Jesus was kidnaped from the gar- 
den at midnight and put to death early 
in the morning before the wage earn- 
ers and the common people were awake 
to assist Him,” declared Mr. White. 

“Christianity took its rise in an eco- 


fnomic upheaval, An aggressive prole- 


tarian, the Galilean, in behalf of 


jhuman rights, attacked vested rights. 


Therefore, the interests of that day as- 
sassinated Him, The murder of Jesus 
was the greatest crime in history. 

“The communion service is the car- 
dinal right of the churches’ ritual. In 
its origin it was a solemn memorial of 
the murder that was committed on 
Golgothas hill. Thus partaken, it 
rouses the soul to a holy wrath against 
the system which slaughtered Jesus 
eighteen hundred years ago, and which, 
by its economic oppression, is slaugh- 
tering its thousands today. .

ON FORSYTH ST. 


Resolution Will Be Introduced 
in City Council Monday 
: Afternoon. 


For the purpose of fully investigating 
the closing of the underpass of the For- 
syth street bridge a resolution will be 
introduced in council Monday afternoon 
directing the bridge committee and the 
chief of construction to ascertain defi- 
nitely what plan can be adopted for 
closing the underpass and what the 
cost will be.

show them how to employ their hands 
in useful work, you are giving them the 
means of building up a pure and honest 
home life.

Copenhagen, December  16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—One of the most astonishing 
romances of modern times came to end 
with the death of Margueret Antonie, 
often known as “Princess Marguerite.” 
This woman, once celebrated through- 
out Europe for her beauty and wealth, 
the daughter of @ man who carved 8 
kingdom for himself out of tne 
province of Araucania, in Chili, recent- 
ly died in a Danish poorhouse On the 
island of Ryesgade.

learm. It had been easy to conquer 
them, but it would not be so easy to 
held them. She warned her father of 
his danger. Feeling safe in his posi- 
tion, he laughed at her fears. For one 
year this ambitious woman acquired 
and hoarded the silver that came up 
in such quantities from the rich mines 
in her father’s kingdom. She made the 
natives fashion strong, deep boxes 
from solid timbers, and when the last 
box was finished, each packed with its 
shining wealth, Princess Marguerite 
made ready for her long trip across 
the seas. 

While the Princess Marguerite was 
still upon the voyage home there was 
a general rising of the natives in 
Araucanila.

Law’s Election a Sprprise. 

The election of Bonar Law to the 
leadership was a surprise to the great 
mass of newspaper reading English- 
men, but it was foreseen by those 
who had been following the course of 
events for the last three or four years 
with intelligent interest. When Bal- 
four’s retirement was announced the 
names of two candidates for the po- 
BSition were mentioned. They were 
Austin Chamberlain, son of Joseph 
Chanrberlain, and Walter Long, a great 
tory squfre. There has been a Walter 
Long in every parliament since the 
Commonwealth, and the Walter Long 
of today is one of the most popular 
men in his party, but it was evident 
from the first that a man of his heredi- 
tary conservatism could not lead a 
party that is committed to the most 
far-reaching economic change that 
England has seen since the introduc- 
tion of free trade 60 years ago. 

Chamberlain was barred because it 
was feared that he lacked that quality 
which Englishmen look for most in 
their leaders and which they describe 
as “safeness.” It is true there is 
nothing in his record to justify the 
fear that he might not be “safe,” -but 
he had an “unsafe” heredity. His 
father nearly wrecked the liberal party 
by deserting Gladstone when that 
Statesman espoused the cause of Irish 
home rule, and he nearly wrecked the 
unionist party a few years later when 
he introduced his scheme for a pro- 
tective tariff. The protective tariff 
is now the chief plank in the unionist 
platform and Bonar Law is a thick 
and thin protectionist, but Chamber- 
lain must suffer for the sins of his 
father. 

There was_a third man who, if the 
rank and file of the party voters had 
their choice, might have been chosen 
leader. He is F. E. Smith, a young 
lawyer and by far the most brilliant 
man in the party. Next to Balfour, he 
is the most skilful debater it pos- 
eesses, and he is responsible for en- 
grafting on the Chamberlain protec- 
tive tariff policy a great scheme of 
conservative social! reform to be 
financed by the money to be raised 
by the tariff. But F. E. Smith is a 
mere baby as politicians go, and the 
big wigs of the party felt that he was 
not “safe,” so his name was not even 
mentioned for the leadership. 

This left the field clear for Bonar 
Law. He was thoroughly weighed up 
@nd was not found wanting. He pos- 
gsesses the quality of “safeness” in a 
‘siperlative degree, and although he is 
one of the most extreme protection- 
jats im the country, he can be trusted 
to consider all its business interests in 
framing his policy

nearly every business man in it. Bo- 
nar Law is above all the business 
man in politics. He made his own 
fortune in the iron and stee) trade 
in Glasgow; but he isn’t a Scotsman— 
at least not by birth, though he prob- 
ably ts by descent. He was born in 
Canada fifty-three years ago, and like 
many another man who has made his 
mark in British public life, he is a son 
of the manse. His father was a Pres- 
byterian minister and the son has all 
the shrewdness and pawkishness and 
clear headedness that are so often 
found among the adherents of that 
logical creed. He never goes anything 
by halves. When he was in business 
he confined himself strictly to busi- 
ness; when he entered parilament in 
1900 he made up his mind to devote 
himself to politics, and he retired from 
all active participation in business, but 
he brought to politics all the habits 
of precision and orderly thought 
which had made him the liead- 
ing merchant in his adopted city of 
Glasgow. 

As might be expected from his birth 
ang training, he is not emotional, Many 
of the younger men in the consefvative 
party adogn their arguments for the 
protective tariff with fervid perfods 
about the necessities of the workers. | 
With Bonar Law it is all cold busi- 
ness. He believes that “tariff re- 
form” as the protective movement is 
called in Great Britain, would be good 
business for the country, and he urges 
it as a business policy on business 
men. He has no patience with sloppi- 
ness. He has been describeq as the 
bloodless surgeon of debate, for the 
reason that he never, metaphorically 
speaking, spills his adversary’s blood. 
Instead he strangles him with quiet 
argument backed up by facts. He is 
a walking encyclopedia of economic 
knowledge. No one ever has been 
known to tangle him up in figures, 
and no one has ever found a flaw in 
his calculations. He would make an 
ideal chancellor of the exchequer, but 
just for that reason he has been placed 
in a position to succeed to the higher 
post of prime minister and master of 
the chancellor of exchequer. I should 
not be surprised if he were to imi- 
tate Gladstone by becoming his own 
chancellor. 

Bonar Law came into the house of 
commons eleven years ago without any 
flourish of trumpets. Hardly half a 
dozen members had heard of him be- 
fore, and those who had regarded him 
only as another of those solid British 
business men who like to round off a 
successful career in commerce by help- 
ing to make their country’s laws for a 
few years. Their help usually is con- 
fined to walking through the division 
lobbies at the command of the whip of 
the party to which they have given 
their allegiance.

didn’t do anything for a good 
to alter this opinion. He sat 
quietly on a back bench and listened 
the debates, but took no part in 
them. Thenone night there wag a dis- 
cussion on a dry economic subject. It 
was the sugar duties, and there weren't 
twenty members in the house who real- 
ly understvod what it was al! about. 
It was important enough to command 
a fairly full house, however, and the 
members sat and yawned and prayed 
for a division, while the experts wan- 
dered in what seemed to be an inde- 
terminable maze of figures and statis- 
tics about imports and éxports and 
duties and bounties. Then the new 
member on the Tory back bench got 
up and began to explain. In a few min- 
utes he had the house interested, for 
he has the gift of beautifully clear 
exposition of a complicated subject. 
The Tories were delighted, and in half 
an hour Bonar Law had made fonmariia- 
mentary reputation. , 

His reward came quickly, for in 1902 
he was offered and accepted the office 
of parliamentary secretary to the board 
of trade. It wasn’t much of an office, 
as far as pay and influence went, but 
it was just the office he wanted to 
enhance his reputation as a clear-head- 
ed political economist. His duty was 
to answer questions in parliament for 
the Mpard of trade, and he continued 
to make intricate subjects simple for

instance of a real business 
man occupying a high office at the 
board of trade, which has charge of 
England's business interests. 

In opposition he has been just as 
useful to his party as he was when 
it was in power. His Keenly analytical 
mind is always on the alert to find the 
flaws and weaknesses in the position 
of his political adversaries. He never 
forgets what an opponent has said. and 
is always ready to confront a politician 
with his self-contradictions and incon- 
sistencies. Apparently without note of 
reference, he can remember the date 
and place at’ which any given state- 


ment wes made, and a reference to the 


records seldom finds him wrong. Of 
course, his set speeches are prepared 
carefully in advance, although he al- 
ways speaks without notes, for he be- 
lieves in the superior impressiveness 
of the “extempore sermon”’—an  in- 
heritance no doubt from his Presby- 
terian father. But what is more than 
that, I am told by one of his friends 
he carefully prepares his debates. This 
seems almost impossible, but Bonar 
Law’s method is to get inside his op- 
ponent’s skin as far as possible. He 
studies the man and tries to get his 
point of view. Then he thinks of all 
the arguments that would occur to 
such a man, and he prepares the an- 
swers to them. I have heard that in 
one or two instances he has been able 
to reproduce in advance almost his 
opponent’s language. 

Bonar Law Very Popular. 

One might think that such a man 
would not’ be popular in an assembly 
like the British house of commons, 
but Bonar Law is popularity itself. 
With all his merciless keenness he is 
always courteous He is always the 
quiet, polite business man dealing with 
a rival who may be a possible ally 
or a future customer. He is determin- 
ed to have his way, but he,is deter- 
mined also not to lose’ a fffend for 
the house, and although he never 
makes concessions on matters of prin- 


ciple he never makes an enemy. This 
was especially evident in his relations 
with Balfour. It is no secret that 
there was no love lost between Bal- 
four and Chamberlain. Balfour -felt, 
quite naturally, that Chamberlain had 
been trying for a long time to rush 
him into a policy of which he could 
not approve, and that failing that he 
was trying to force him out of the 
leadership. Balfour never accepted the 
protectionist policy with a whole 
heart. He was driven by the political 
necessity of keeping his party to- 
gether to rerder it lip service, but he 
hardly took the trouble to deny that 
he woukd throw it overboard if the 
opportunity offered itself. Bonar Law 
is quite as strong a protectionist as 
Chamberlain, but he has always re- 
tained Balfour’s confidence and friend- 
ship and I am sure that if Balfour was 
eonsulted at all in the choice of his 
successor he threw his weight into the 
scales in favor of Law. 
Problems to Be Settled. 

The biggest problems to be settled 
by the English statesmen in the next 
gouple of decades are connected with 
the relationship of the great semi- 
independent colonies to the mother 
country. Bonar Law is better equilp- 
ped to deal with these problems than 
any other’ man in the conservative 
party. He knows. Canada as well as 


-and is seldom seen in public without 


he knows England and he knows South 
Africa almost ag well He derstands 
the psychology of the cdlonial politi- 
clans and business men as ho home 
trained man with aristocratic family 
connections can understand it. And 
he is an enthusiastic believer \in the 
future of the British empire as a free 
federation of sister nations und one 
crown, but each governing Kteelf\ and 
each trading freely with all thé others 
but protecting. itself and the empire 
against the rest of the world. His 
ideal is to bring this about and he 
believes that it cannot be done unless 
Great Britain has a tariff to match 
against the tariffs of outside nations, 
while lowering its barrier in favor -of 
her sister nations. 

° Bonar Law is not a sportsman in the 
English sense of the word. He spends 
his time attending strictly to politics. 
He plays golf in moderation, but he 
doesn’t rush ‘off to the links in every 
spare moment as Balfour does, ani 
there are no pictures of him making 
kis favorite stroke to be bought in 
the London photograph shops. He 
plays chess and is rather proud of the 
fact that he plays a good game, but 
he is moderate in his enjoyment of 
chess as he is in most other things cx- 
cept tobacco. He is a steady smoker

A SHORT STORY OF THE WAR 


A Short Story of the War. 

After the battle of Sharpsburg, Ma- 
ryland (or Antietam, as the federals 
called it), our regiment, the Fifteenth 
Georgia, together with three others 
comprising Toombs’. brigade, after- 
wards known as Bennings’ brigade, 
were ordered into. quarantine in the 
mountains of Virginia, not far from 
Winchester. 

The brigade was in such a dilap- 
idated condition after the six months’ 
campaign—having left Richmond in 
May of that year, 1862, and going as 
far aS Hagerstown; after that the 
hard-fought battle of Sharpsburg, in 
which neither side was victorious; be- 
sides having had an epideMic of small- 
pox in the winter and spring at Rich- 
mond and near Culpeper—that it was 
considered necessary that a rest be 
taken. We remained in quarantine for 
about two months, when late in the 
fall we were ordered to return to Rich- 
mond. We had to march the whole 
way and were in a bad plight fom the 
trip—300 miles to Richmond, our base 
of supplies. Many were barefooted 
and hardly enough clothes to hide 
nakedness. 

I had frequently boasted that I would 
desert, if I had to go barefooted, and

GET R. R. PASSES 
Railroad Commission Grants 


Permission ‘to Exchange © 
Ads for Tickets. 


In a decision handed down yesterday 
the state railroad commission grants, 
with certain limitations, the petition 
of the Georgia Weekly Press Associa- 
tion that newspapers be permitted to 
continue the practice of exchanging 
advertising space for mileage with the 
railroads of the state. 

The case was argued before the 
commission by representatives of the 
newspapers on December 5, and in its 
decision thé commission says: 

“The commission will not«chold that 
contracts between common carriers in 
this state and publishers of newspa- 
pers or other regularly published peri- 


transmission 
or 
newspaper rates, for the publication 
by such newspapers and periodicals of 
schedules and otrer advertising mat- 
ter for said carriers, the same to be 
charged for at the regularly published 
advertising rates of such publications 
and to be paid for in non-transferra- 
ble press mileage tickets at the pas- 
senger rates prescribed by this com- 
mission for such carriers, are in viola- 
tion of its general order No. 3, issued 
on October 29, 1907.” 

The order also provides that such 
contracts shall carry therein the reg- 
ular scale of advertising rates, and 
that a copy of such«contracts shall be 
\aled with the commission. It is also 
provided that such contracts shall be 
limited to the calendar year, and that 
press mileage shall be issued only te 
bona fide employees of the newspa- 
pers of publications making such con- 
tracts.
